{The copie of a letter 
written by one in Lon- 
don to his frend concernyng 
the credit of the late publithed 
detection of the doynges of 
the Ladie Marie of Scotland: 


Any are the pꝛacii⸗ 
ſes of Papiſtes and 
other falſe and hol - 
lowhartedſubteces, 
t wonder it is what 
e they dare do x ſay, 
as if they bad the Paieſtie of our 
Paince in contempt 02 did ſtill beare 
them ſelues bold vpon the ſucceſſe of 
ſome mightie treaſon, the bottome 
whereof hath not pet bene thꝛoughly 
ſearched. Ok late hath bene publiſhed 
out of Scotland, a treatiſe detecyng 
the foule doynges of ſome that haue 
ben daungerous to our noble Quene, 
by which detection is induced a very 
excellent compariſon foꝛ all Engliſhs 
men to iudge whether it be god to 
chaunge Queenes oꝛ no, and therwith 
a neceſſarp enfozcement to euerp hos 
neſt man to pꝛay hartely foz the long 
continuaunce of our god mother to 
rule ouer vs, that our poſteritie map 
not ſ& her place left empty foꝛ a pes 
rilous ſtepedame. Dome carped with 
Popiſhe affectton that regardeth nei⸗ 
ther naturall Pzince no2 contrep, and 
putked with the d2opley of a trapte⸗ 
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rous humoꝛ, labour what they can ts 
diſcredit the ſame deteciõ as vntrue. 
Some of them, whyle they lpke god 
ſincere men foꝛſoth, would fapne ſeme 
verp indifferent tudges , ſay they will 
credit nothyng till they heare both 
parties, not rememb2yng that in the 
ſame one bwke are both parties to be 
heard the one in the fo2nier parte, 
both in the declaration and o2ation 
ok euidence: the other in the latter 
part, in the parties owne contrades, 
ſonges, letters, iudiciall pꝛocedynges 
pꝛoteſtations, examinatious and con⸗ 
fellions. Some other moꝛe open kel⸗ 
lowes , ſay flatip that all is falſe, the 
 boke hath no credit, the authour is 
vnknownce, oblcure, the matter coun⸗ 
terfaite , and all is nothyng. If any 
ſuch rumoꝛs come to pour eare, firſt 
J thinke verelp in truth you may be 
bold toſay to the partie Et tu ex illis 
es, thou art alſo one of them, And 
foꝛ the matter J haue thought god to 
enfozme pou of ſo much as J know 
foz pꝛofe of the ſame treatiſe to be sf 
credite, wher with you may aunſwere 
and ſtoppe the mouthes of ſuch rus 
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The bwke it ſelfe, with the 028- 


tion of euidence, is w2itten in Latine 
by a. learned man of Scotland 9, 


Geoꝛge Buchanan, one pꝛiuie to the 


pꝛocedpnges of the Lozdes of the 
| Kpnages ſecret Tounſell there „Well 
able to vnderſtand and diicloſc the 
truth, hauyng eaſie acceſſe alſo to all 
the recoꝛdes of that cõtrep that might 
belpe hym. Weſides that the boke 
was w2itten by hym , net as of hym 


ſelfe, noꝛ tn hys owne name, but ac- 


coꝛdyng to the inſfructions to hym 
geuen by common conference sf the 


LLoꝛdes of the pꝛiuie Counſel of Scot⸗

ficient pzocuratozs were here pꝛeſent

J res 
cite not what ſubſcriptions & aſſentes 
haue ben to confirme the bake and the 
maters in it conteined, Byſide that J 
do you to wyte that one witten copie 
thereok in Latine was now bpon hys 
late appꝛehenſion found in one of the 


Duke of Nozfolkes mens houſes, and 


thether lent by his commaundement 
a litle befoze his appꝛehenſion to be ſe⸗ 

cretlie rept there, with diuers other 
pamphelets and wꝛitynges. Whiche 
thyng not onely addeth credit to this 
boke that it was not counterfait, but 
alſo geueth ſhꝛewed ſuſpictons that 
the Duke could not ſo well lpke the 
woman beyng ſuch a woman, as fo: 
her perſons ſake to venture the ouer⸗ 
th2ow of ſuch a floziſhyng ſtate wher⸗

ſo deliuered without rafure , diminu⸗ 
tion, addit ion, falſifieng oꝛ alteration 
in anp point.

Gypfall callyng byſide the Commilf - 
foncrs thereto apdynted, that haue 
ſene the oꝛiginals them ſelues of the 
" ſame handes whoes this boke doth 
ſay them tobe.

Ulherefoze fithe the Scott iſhe⸗

men ſay , publiſhed theſe maters, to 
the intent that the impudencie of the

And God ſend her 
Maieſtie ſo to remoue the groundes of 
her perill, that not onely we which 
by open th2ullpng our ſelues agaynſt 
her enempes haue ſet vp our reſt vpon 
our Nucene Elizabeth, and ſhall nes 
uer be admitted to fauonr on the o⸗ 
ther ſide , but alſo all wiſe and honeſt 
me may know that it ſhalbe ſafe to be 
true, æ daungerous to be falſe, Dther- 
wiſe the miſchief ts euident. Foz men 
in nature and in policie will ſeke foz 
their own ſafeties, which if they may 
not finde in truth, it is a great auaun⸗ 
cement of falſehode. God long pꝛe⸗ 
ſerue our god gracious Quene Eli⸗ 
zabeth, and make her enempes know 
that there is ſure peril in treaſon, and 
her true ſubiectes bold to ſticke to her 
without dꝛead of any reuenge oz dil⸗ 
pleaſure, So fare pe well.
